NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 


BY PAUL MALLON. 


HIDDEN BUYING WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Behind President 

Roosevelt’s promise to do something about for- 
eign money rolling into this country for investment is a current situation 
-which few people know about. Everyone seems to be assuming that the 
amount of gold coming here from abroad is the true measure of foreign 
investment. These gold imports have not been extra large lately. Their 
aggregate total for the past year or so has not reached an immediate dan- 
ger point. Consequently, there has been a tendency to look for political 
or other motives behind the President’s move. 

A leading financial insider, however, has made an investigation which 
indicates the situation is not all gold. About a month ago, he became 
impressed by indications that brokers with whom he was in contact were 
not doing their usual share of the stock market business. He thought 
the trouble might be with the brokers, so he made a personal investiga- 
tion and discovered that all the large commission houses out in the coun- 
try were in the same quandary. The business was coming from some- 
where else. 

Only one deduction was possible. An unusually large proportion of 
the buying which has sent the stock market up during the last 30 days 
has come from abroad, from London, Amsterdam and Paris. It will not 
show in the gold figures for a long time, if ever. 


METHODS The study which Mr. Roosevelt is directing will not have 
to proceed very far to find a method of stopping foreign 
investments here. They can be taxed. 

It is very doubtful, however, that this complete remedy will be sug- 
gested. The fact is foreign investments are desirable. The trouble 
comes when they are withdrawn, and serious trouble comes if they dare 
all withdrawn at once. They can thus affect our markets very seriously. 

The problem is not how to keep the money out, but how to keep it 
here. This is a little harder to do, but, as far as large gold exports are 
concerned, they~are already subject to withdrawal licenses. And, in 
event of war, they could be seized. 


CONSTRUCTIVE SUGGESTION Apparently the President was 


only trying to point to one 
weakness in the present financial recovery movement and show his ad- 
ministration is alert to it. Also, in a negative way, he disclosed the post- 
election purpose of his administration to protect existing values.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 

The modern chiropodist is required 
by law to have an adequate training for 
his work. The young man or young 
woman who desires to practice chirop- 
ody or podiatry must furnish evidence 
of having completed a regular four- 
year high school course, and then must 
attend a recognized school of chirop- 
ody or podiatry covering one school 
year of not less than eight months, 
and finally pass an examination to ob- 
tain a license from the state. Finally 
the law requires that the chiropodist 
Or podiatrist shall register this license 
with the county clerk or other desig- 
nated authority in the community 
where he or she engages in practice. 
Unregistered persons who practice 
podiatry or chiropody are subject to 
prosecution. 

This recognition and regulation of 
the practice of chiropody is a safety 
precaution. The public in the past has 
been unwary in eubmitting to the 
care of unqualified persons who held 
themselves out as being capable of 


caring for and treating ailments of 
the feet. 

Some schools give podiatry courses 
far above the minimum requirements 
above described for practitioners who 
desire to make themselves more effi- 
cient and capable. 


Graduates of such podiatry schools 

are scientifically qualified to treat 
foot troubles of any kind. They are 
not in competition with physicians 
but rather co-operate with the physi- 
cian for the best interest of the pa- 
tient. 
The qualified chiropodist or podia- 
trist. understands and applies the prin- 
ciples of asepsis in his or her work, 
and the quack does not. This may not 
mean much to the uninitiated layman 
but it is the difference between safety 
aud septicemia (“blood poisoning” ) 
following minor surgical treatment of 
the foot.

Menace To Standards of Living 
Seen in Declining U.S. Birth Rate 


F ober Population Expert Foresees Growing Ratio of Non- 
Productive Old People and Consequent Loss in 
Creation of National Wealth.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.— The 
United States now has a 10 per cent 
deficit of children. 

This is one of the findings of Dr. 
©. E. Baker, Department of Agricul- 
ture population expert, in a study of 
present population trends of the na- 
tion. 

The balance, Dr. Baker finds, was 
reached about 1930, when the number 
of births was just about sufficient to 
sustain the population without immi- 
gration, Since then the 10 per cent 
aeficit has developed. 

The ratio of Lirths to the population 
had been declining for a long time, Dr 
Baker points out, but the drop was 
sharply accentuated shortly after the 
war and for the past 10 years the rate 
has averaged more than two per cent 
a year. 

This can only mean, he says, an 
aging nation, an eventual decrease of 
probably increased cen- 
tralization of wealt), declining prop- 
erty values, great changes in the way 
of life of the people, and eventually 
very serious consequences. For a long 
time a city birthrate inadequate to 
hold the population stationary was 
compensated for by an excess number 
of rural births, although the rural 
birthrate also was declining 

For a time this may mean, on the 


whole, unparalleled produ-tivity and 
‘ease of life, Dr. Baker explains, but 


this will b- only a temporary phenom- 
He sees some hope of a change 
in a restored farm or village family 
system replacing in part the individu- 
alistie economic system of urban life.

‘Twenty years later, 
with the great industrial expansion 
which followed the War Between the 
States, the number for the nation had 
dropped to 635; in 1900 to 541; in 
1920 to 486, and in 1930 to 407. For 
last year it was approximately 340. 


The actual maximum of births in 
the United States, without consider- 
ing the percentage in relavion to the 
whole population, was reacked in 1921 
—approximately 3,000,000. In 1935 
the births had fallen to 2,300,000, a 
decrease of 22 per cent in 15 years 
in actual numbers, but of more than 
35 per cent per 1,000 of population 
and an even more startling decline in 
relation to the number of women un- 
der 45 years of age. 

“Inevitably . in a declining popula- 
tion,” says Dr. Baker, “old people will 
constitute an increasing proportion. 
Fifty years hence there wii! be more 
people of 65 than of any other single 
year of age, if births continue to de- 
cline and immigrants do not increase 
greatly.” 

This age distribution, Dr. Baker 
points out, places a larger number ot 
persons than ever before in the pro- 
cuctive age group. between 20 and 60. 
This group will reach its maximum 
ir numbers during the decade from 
1940 to 1950 and then it will start to 
decline as more and more persens be- 
come too old to work and tewer chil- 
dren grow up t» take their places. 
The result, Dr. Baker says, is bound 
tc be’a reduced national income and 


‘en eventual serious depletion of the 
|wational wealth. 


Slow Effect. 
“The consequences of an economic 
system which is undermining the fam- 
ily,” he says, “will not come suddenly 


like a thief in the night, but slowly 


and quietly like the progress of the 
seasons, 

“We cannot fully foresee the condi- 
tions which will develop when there 
are only one-third as many children 
in the nation as now, and three times 
as many old people: But we can see 
in England at present what it means 
to have two-thirds as many children 
and twice as many old people as 3V 
years ago. The nation appears not as 
vigorous in defending its interests as 
formerly, but is living fairly comfort- 
ably. A half century hence, if the 
births continue to decline as they have 
during the last quarter of a century, 
Fingland will be a nation almost with- 
out youth, and ths young people of 
today will be old or dead.”

HGH COURT TO PASS 
ON 3 NEW DEAL LAWS 


Before Hearing Suits Jus- 
tices Will Render Seven 
Opinions. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—(#)— 
Argument on test cases involving the 
validity of three New Deal laws come 
before the Supreme Court this week. 

They affect the 50 per cent tax im- 
posed on profits made just before the 
silver purchase became effective, the 
legislation authorizing the President 
to embargo shipment of arms to Bo- 
livia and Paraguay “for their Chaco 
war, and the Ashurst-Sumners meas- 
ure forbidding transportation of 
prison-made goods into states that bar 
their sale. 

Before hearing the arguments, the 
justices will assemble tomorrow to 
hand down a maximum of seven opin- 
ions and to announce whether they 
will review 25 cases appealed from 
lower courts. None is of outstanding 
interest. 

Decisions in the cases argued this 
week and those debated last week 
may come as early as December 7. 
Last week the court heard argument 
on two New Deal cases. One in- 
volved the making by the PWA of 
loans and grants for publicly-owned 
hydroelectric plants. The _ second 
presented the question. of the govern- 
ment holding up trial in lower courts 
of cases challenging the public utility 
holding company act pending a final 
decision in litigation it brottght 
against the Electric Bond & Share 
Company to test the legislation. 

Other cases debated last week cen- 
tered on the validity of the New York 
unemployment insurance act, which 
taxes employers to aid those out of 
work: the California and Illinois “fair 
trade” acts, which prohibit the sale 
of standard products at less than a 
stipulated price. and an_ injunction 
granted the Associated Press fo 
restrain radio station KVOS, of Bel- 
lingham, Wash., from broadcasting the 
press association’s news for eighteen 
hours after publication.

PITTSBURGH, Nov. 15.—(4)-— 
Professor Philip Drinker, of Harvard, 
advised industry today to center its 
fight against dust hazards on the 
tiny particles that can be breathed 
and retained by the lungs of work- 
men. 

He declared in a report to the Air 
Hygiene Foundation of America that 
the larger dust particles tend to fail 
from the air by their own weight 
and are less likely to be breathed. 

The finer the dust, he said, the 
greater the potential danger to health 
in the mines, the mills and the work- 
shops. 

. Professor Drinker is chairman of an 
engineering committee of the founda- 
tion and he wrote his report with the 
aid of technieal specialists of the 
committee. 

His study reviewed the engineers’ 
aspects of industrial disease problems 
arising from air contamination and 
advised employers that, as a matter 


of protection, the engineer should be 
well advised not to let men breathe 
heavy concentrations of any material, 

The report said: “If no other rea- 
son for dust control can be found, 
then one should read the transcripts 
of some of the recent suits at com- 
mon law in which fantastic damages 


| for alleged silicosis were granted to 


men who breathed dust 
little or no silica. 
“Courts and compensation boards 
are not impressed by subtle distinc- 
tions between dusts of 10 per cent 
or 40 per cent silica, especially when 


containing 


definite statements on the comparative 
significance of the difference. 

“Tt would be well to realize that 
men working in dusty trades suffer 
far more from respiratory troubles 
of all kinds than do men who work 
in clean air. The evidence that ex- 
cessive dustiness of any kind is harm- 
ful is beyond argument. Incidentally, 
a clean place induces better work by 
a ’* 


Professor Drinker declared that in 
such maladies as hay fever, “the harm 
is done by particles which may be 15 
or 30 microns in size (a micron is 
1-25,000 of an inch) instead of 1 
micron, which is the average size of 
ae found in the human 
ung. 

He added: “Tt is not necessary for 
the hay fever producing pollen grains 
to reach the lungs—they may very 
well be caught in the nose and initiate 
their harm there. 

“Furthermore. it only requires a 
few grains to bother a sensitive in- 
dividual. Fortunately. most of wus 
are not sensitive to pollen, but it is 
not uncommon to find workman un-

The shift in interest is an 
indication. he said, of a changing pub- 
lic attitude. 

“Recent moving pictures showing 
the efficiency of law enforcement of- 


ficers has done a great deal basical-' 


rly,” he said, “to make law enforcement 


popular, though I personally have al- 
ways felt there was too much ‘bang 
bang.’ Actually, less than one or two 
per cent of the bureau's work involves 
captures like those seen on the screen. 

“Every boy has to have a hero, 
either good or bad. If boys are going 
to have heroes anyway it is better 
to idolize not only G-men but all law 
enforcement officers.” 

That is what lies ‘behind the psy- 
chology of G-man toys’ popularity, he 
suggested. 

“Tt’s not just because a toy is label- 
ed ‘G-man,’ it’s because it represents 
a law enforcement officer and law 
enforcement officers always ‘get their 
men’ to a boy's way of thinking.” 

If any new trend develops in toy- 
land Hoover said he hoped it will 
be along the line of crime detection 
by scientific methods. 

“Crime detection,” he said, “is be 
coming more and more a matter of 
brains than brawn.”

ROME PAPER LAUDS 
HOWELL’S SERVICE 


He ‘Exercised Wide Personal 
Influence for Good,’ It 


Asserts. 

ROME, Ga., Nov. 15.—Commenting 
upon the death of Hon. Clark Howell, 
which caused wide-spread grief among 
Romans, the Rome News-Tribune says 
in part:

THE SPECIAL RANGE OF FIVE 
TO FIVE AND ONE-HALF 
HONOR TRICKS. 

Around the five honor trick level 
the greatest problem is caused by 
hands which are too strong for an 
opening one no-trump bid and yet 
too weak for a bid of two no-trump. 
They contain five or five plus honor 
tricks with seven or eight honor 
cards, or they contain five and one- 
half bare honor tricks (perhaps only 
six honor cards). If one no-trump 


were bid on such a hand, partner 


might pass, expecting the average four 
honor trick holding in the opening 
hand, and a game would be missed. 
If two no-trump were bid originaMy, 
partner might raise with far too lit- 
tle. Such hands are best opened with 
a one bid in a suit, when necessary 
an unbiddable minor. 

If partner is strong enough to re- 
spond at all (showing about one hon- 
or trick) the opener can jump to 
two or three no-trump, depending upon 
intermediates. If partner passes game 
probably is out of the question.

I trem- 
ble for the future of these young 
things who are growinz up h the 
idea that life is easy and they 
will always have a cushey seat. The 
child who is hungry, poverty-strick- 
en but possessed of a burning desire 
for better things—"the more abundant 
life” will go further than the one who 
is coddled and made soft by comforts 
and luxuries. Pain, disappointment, 
poverty and misery bring out the fin- 
est qualitiese in human nature. Too 
much ease and one becomes selfish, 
lazy, less able to feel sympathy with 
the pain of others. As far as I can 
see the most devoted parents are un- 
fitting their children for life. They 
aren't giving their youngsters any dis- 
cipline in self-denial. Can't you write 
a plea to parents to tighten their 
reins? ‘OBSERVER. 
Answer: Yes, this is a genera- 
tion of indulgent papas and mamas. 
Many of them plead guilty to the 
indictment and then defend them- 
selves on the ground that the times 
are responsible for their predica- 
ment. We must sympathize with 
thom even when we can't condone 
what they are doing. Many of them 
had it in their youth and now find 
immense pleasure in making it soft 
for their children.

per cent of capacity last week, the 
magazine Steel said today. 

Factors contributing to the rise, the 

magazine said, were: 
_ Automobile production exceeded 
100,000 units for the first time in five 
months; rail awards aggregated 118,- 
060 tons, and structural shape con- 
tracts increased by 5,000 tons. 

“The week brought forth additional 
expansion programs,” it continued, 
“and it is now apparent that the sev- 
en continuous hot strip and sheet 
mills being constructed or under au- 
_thorization constitute one of the most 
remarkable expansions for any prod- 
uct in any two-year period in the 
history of the steel industry. 

“Capacity will be increased by 4.- 
020,000 tons. Prior to 1935 capacity 
of such mills in this country amounted 
to only 4,838,500 tons.” 

Of the price situation, Steel said: 
| “Protective buying against the price 
advances appeared, even though the 
extent of the increases or the ef- 
fective dates were unknown.” 

Heavy buying of billets and sheet 
bars by Ford was termed by Steel 
“the feature of the semi-finished mar- 
ket recently.” Other highlights the 
publication listed were: 

“The strong demand for sheets, in- 
cluding numerous protective orders, 
has resulted in some mills becoming 
completely booked for the remainder 
,of the year. 

“Adjustment of quantity extras and 
expected price advances have aug- 
mented demand for strip. 

“Tin plate mills, with production

Organized labor faces the future 
with its hopes high, its courage 
strengthened, and with a firm deter- 
mination to reach new heights in eco- 
nomic and social improvement. 

This attitude of the workers is 

basell upon the state of mind of the 
American people expressed and made 
cleat at. the recent election, which 
action can be interpreted as a firm 
determination on the part of the 
American people to place greater em- 
phasis in the administration of the 
affairs of government on human wel- 
fare, protection and advancement. 
_ ‘Thus organized labor is winning its 
fight for recognition not only of itself 
as a constructive force in our social 
and economic life, but for recognition 
and acceptance of its policies, prin- 
ciples and ideals, 

The great emphasis which hereto- 
fore was placed upon material wel- 
fare and material things is now be- 
ing shifted to intangible values—hu- 
man betterment and social security. 
The officers and members of the or 
ganized labor movement are firmly 
convinced that they are now nearer 
to the realization of their objectives 
than they have ever been in all the 
history of our country. 

Will Not Be Impaired. 

The standing, strength and infln- 
ence of: the American Federation of 
Labor will not be impaired because 
of internal differences or _ internal 
strife. 
ing strength, broadening its vision and 
with a newer and firmer grasp upon 
the economic and industrial life of 
the nation. It is the one great re- 
liable force in American life which 
will effectively prevent any return to 
what may be termed the “old order” 
and the domination of wealth and cor- 
porate power. 

Labor can confidently look forward 
to the realization of higher standards 
of life and living and a greater de- 
gree of leisure because the shorter 
work-day must be applied as a remedy 
for unemployment and human dis- 
placement. 

In addition, a program of social se- 
curity has been definitely launched, 
which will provide for unemployment 
insurance, old age pensions, old age 
benefits and health insurance. ‘The 
votes cast in the recent election when 
social security was made an _ issue 
must be accepted as an instruction 
to Congress and to state legislatures 
to proceed in the enactment of s80- 
cial security legislation. This will 
|/mean a degree of protection for the 
unemployed. care for the aged, retire- 
‘ment benefits astablished upon sound 
actuarial basis, and health insurance 
for the wage-earner who may be suf- 
fering from disease just as compensa- 
tion is paid to the wage-earner who 
sustains an injury in the course of 
employment. 

I visualize labor as standing at the 
threshhold of a new day. This will 
mean that life and living will take 
on new meaning for the wage-earnver 
and for the masses of the people. Or- 
i'ganized labor will he the instrumen- 
tality through which these great eco- 
nomic and human achievements will 
be reached.

The great steel campaign has caught 
the interest and aroused the hope of 
millions of workers not only in the 
steel mills but in related plants 
throughout the country.

No Calamity in Future.
